There can be no question that Britain is in grave danger of 
suffering more as a result of the war than any other first-class nation 
that was involved in the struggle. News has been coming through 
with very uncomfortable persistence of how the financial position

‘roll'to Britain.” To-day its national debt is of incomprehensible 
magnitude. The latest figures show that itis more than forty-four 
» per cent, of Britain's estimated national wealth, few other countries 
having such a figure’ When one tries to think of the millions of 
workers who were taken from industry to line the battlefronts or 
man the warships, or manufacture munitions, one can see how the 
‘earning power of the nation so greatly decreased. When the war 
did end Britain was undoubtediy approaching physica! exhaustion. 
The sbeorption of the returning soldiers mto industry was 
x Yery intricate problem and the Guvernment grant “of 
unemployment: benefit—intended to help a man during his 
transition from soldier to civilian—very unfortunately was 
turned into. a premium on idleness. Thousands of men, so Jong 
as they could get this Government grant, neither sought 
work nor wanted it. Idleness has resulted in a very consider- 
able decrease in production in nearly every line of British 
industry, and particularly that ‘of coal, which forms the very base 
‘of Britains industrial power. Reduced hours of working; in conse- 
quence of Trade Union organisation, bas materially assisted in the 
teduction of output of every manufactured article, and Britain is not 
selling abroad nearly so mucb as she is forced to buy for her 
sustenance, “Considering this reduction in the amount available 
for export, the increased cost of domestic supplies, and all the other 
factors, it is not difficult to imagine, unless there is a speedy 
remedy, the loss of Britain's international trade and avery serious 
position as regards ;cost of living and production. The whole 
of the news we have been getting through from Home boils down 
to a consideration of this position together with projects -and 
suggestions to bring about an impravement. . : - 
The question of national expenditure is discussed in the latest 
telegrams, and there is no need here to review the many points of 
‘the debate. The reduction of spending on the Army and Navy 
certainly should be carried as far as is possible, consonant ‘with 
national safety. The reductions foreshadowed in this respect ought 
to prove a great relief. The income from Customs and Excisé, tea 
and tobacco, has gratifyingly been much larger than was expected, 
and the cessation of the unemployment: donation on November 21 
should be a material help. -But against thie there. must. be placed 
the fact that we shall not get all that is really due from Gerniany 
. this year, acd there will be.delay in receiving the monies due from 
the Allies and the great self-governing Colonies.. The discussion 
of a levy on capital 4s a whole to meet the situation leads us to 
, believe that such will not be introduced, but there might very 
‘possibly be some means found for the nation to benefit by the great 
fortunes that have been. privately. amassed during the war. Bat 
out of it all thete comes the assurance that during 1920 there should 
‘be a substantial surptue available for the reduction of the National 
Debt without additional tazation or borrowing. Britain is une 
' doubtedly going through a crisis and her public men arewhole. 
heartedly giving of their time and genius to pull through. With 
the. general public growing’ to realise the position, there will 
inevitably come’ a great common effort to fight off the threat; just

CHILD SLAVERY. 

Whether slavers does or 
does ‘not exist in Hongkong 
is a matter” upon which 
differant people have different 
ideas, according to their con- 
ception of the meaning of the 
term. One of our ‘Registrars 
General once referred, in his’ 
annual report, to a state of affairs 
which he admitted was at any 
rate closely allied to it. But on 
one point there will be no dispute, 
and that is that Chinese children 
are bought and sold in this 
British Colony, without their 
consent being in any way obtain- 
ed, and that no attempt whatever 
is made to hide the fact. That 
is a Chinese custom, and whilst- 
we admit that very many of these 
children are far happier in their 
servility. than they would be in 
freedom, we say, unhesitatingly 
that it is a custom that. ought to 
be suppressed. We can under- 
stand the horror of the lady who 
wrote us.yesterday at discovering 
the existence of this pernicious 
system ina British Colony, and 
whilst we. agree with the senti- 
ments she expresses we are glad 
that. she realises the difficulties 
of the matter. We wish her 
success in her determination to 
get.the matter brought. to the 
notice of ‘influential persons at 
Home. It may interest her to 
learn that the vory first enact- 
ment passed ‘when Hongkong 
beceme.

During his 
stay in American he developed a 
very close and intimate friendship. 
with the late Theodore Roosevelt, 
who held him in high regard. 

He differs from Sir Conynghem 
Greene, the most suave | of 
dipomats, in being of a very 
strong and masterful character, 
and some sixteen or seventeen 
years ago resigned from the 
diplomatic service sooner than 
comply with the instructions of 
the then: secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, the Marquis 
of Lansdowne—-instructions - to 
which he was opposed on grounds 
of lofty principle. 

Even in those

by his countrymen thar 
London «newspapers ' printed 
columns of expressions regret at 
the idea of the nation being de- 
prived of the services of so valu- 
able-a servant.’

Although the situations 
have frequently been of the most 
delicate character, owing to the 
lack of unity of the Entente 
powers on the subject of their 
policies with regard te Siberia and 
Russia, yet henot only managed to 
‘maintain the. most agreeable re- 
latichs with the Japanese com- 
manders, but. even was able to 
induce them to defer to his views, 
although Japan was the only 
power that had really a large body 
of troops, some 60,000 men or 
more, in Siberia: : . 

It may be recalled that the 
intercourse between the Ameri- 
cai and- Japanese ‘commanders 
sometimes almost reached 
the breaking point, owing to the 
nature of the instructions sent to 
Gen. Graves from ‘Washington— 
jnstractions indicating not only & 
lack of decision with regard to 
the Bolshevik insurgents, but also 
a lack’ of confidence in “our 
Japanese allies. If ruptures 
were averted, it was largely due 
to the diplomacy of Sir Charles.’ 
HIS RISE EXCEEDINGLY RAPID.

’ NOT LIKE EVIDENTLY. 

When the Yokohama Marcu was 
in the Indian Ocean on Sepremoar 
3 on her homeward voyages from 
London, thé chief enginecr while 
seated on a bench on deck was 
suddenly enveloped in a blanket, 
and thrown downs hold.

CLYDE SHIPBUILDING, 

The Clyde shipbuilding returns 
for August indicate a very Satis-

During the month there 
were launched 29 vessels of 32,000 
tons, an aggtegate which is, with 
four exceptions, higher thar that 
of any August in pre-war times.

Many important new 
orders have been placed, including 
nine-larze cargo steamers, and 
two vessels of over, 22,000 tons.
